Ye "Pennell, formerly of the 
flongkony Daily Presse and now a 'mem- 
ber of the staff of the Peking and Tientsin 
Times, returning from leave in England, 
happeted to be in Harbin when the new 
directorate took over charge of. the ‘affairs 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway and from 
“his very interesting account of what took 
place. wa'take the following :— 

The new Board of Directors arrived’ at 
Harbin on October ard. A meeting of the 


old Board was summoned, the same morn} 


ing, Yuan Chin-kni simply read the order 
from Mukden dismissing the Board, and 
the members thereupon walked out with- 
out a single word of protest, An -hour 
later the new Board convened. Photo- 
graphs subsequently published suggest 
that, in the classic phrase of the para- 
grapher, ‘a. convivial time was spent by 
all 


_ THE ARRESTS. ~ 

‘ In the afternoon there was great excite- 
ment: in the town when it became known 
that MM. Ostroumoff and Gondatti bad 
been arrested hy the Chinese Atithorities. 
Whelesale dismissals had been regarded 
as quite, probable,’ but nobody had con- 


templated that such drastic action as this 
would be taken. At 3 o'clock M. Ostrou- 
moff ‘made ‘his valedictory uddress to the 
staff of the Upravienie, He thanked the

‘| staff. for the work they had done, .and 


expressed his sorroy at having to part 
with them. He’ pointed out. that cyer 
since he had acted as head of the manage- 
ment of the Railway he bad "done’ all 
possible to maintain the railway for the 
legitimate owners, in other words, Rus- 
sia. M, Ostroumoff was about to leave 
when oa party of Chinese detectives in 
charge of Colonel Sun, of the Railway

but he had observed the urrest of MM. 
Gondatti, and ‘promptly made himself 
scarce. . EY - " 
‘The Consular Body were quickly inform. 
ed of the arrests, und|!made enquiries o! 
and” friendly representations to Chu 
Ching lan, the’ primcipal : Mukden official 
in Harbin. They pointed out the deplor- 
uble effect the voutrage would have ‘on 
opinion abroad, especially when it became 
known that .no charges had been made 
ugainst: the "high Railway officials, and 
volunteered to contribute their good 
oftives in devising other measures if the 
purpose of, the Authorities was.to ensure 
that the: arrested officials should not flee 
from Harbin. Chu Chinog-lan. did not 
appear to like his position overmuch, but 
he said that the arrests were. madev on 
direct instructions from Mukden, and any 
explanantions as to. the cause of the 
action, and hope of niodification of the 
order, must be sought in Mukden. He 
undertook to send an” urgent wire to 
cnang Tso-lin, but if any reply was re- 
veived, it' was clearly unfavourable, for 
(ne “arrested .men were still detained in 
the Police Headquarters on the day I leit 
Harbin (Sunday). They were oot alloweu 
te communicate with their friends ana 
were kept under close arrest, though the 
Chinese authorities stated. that every- 
thing, possible was being done to make 
them comfortable. On Sunday morning, 
M.' Michailoff surrendered” to the police 
no'douht due to the fact’ that his wife h 
been plated under home arrest. 


ELECTRIC ATMOSPHERE 


» Phe atmosphere in ‘Harbin, which ‘bad | 


been very tense during the whole of the 
time was there, became electric, and 
apprhension and: indignation were” wide- 
spread.

At ‘the Railway ‘offices the effect 
of the arrests was obvious on ev! face. 
“The new General Manager addressed 
the staff on bis arfival,.and informed 
them that. MM. Ostroumoff, Offenberg, 
Gordatti, Michuileff, and Obolsky had 
been dismissed, as their retention did not 
fit in with the future plana of the new 
autherities. He notified the employees 
of certain new appointments, . including 
those of himself as Manager, M. Eismont 
as his Assistant, and M. Dekévo ns head,| 
of the Economic Department. .M.. Ivan- 
off referred to the arrests. of the higher 
officials of the former Administration, arid 
asiuzed the gathering that these were 
exceptional measures, -and that there.
